He 
struck her on the face and head with 
heavy stones and then dragged her into 
the woods near an old mill. 

Leaving her half dead, the negro fled. 
As soon as she could reach her home, 
Mrs. Inzer related what had occurred, 
and a posse of citizens was formed and 
a pack of bloodhounds secured. The posse 
divided up into searching parties and the 
woods were scoured for many miles 
around. News was sent to the police in 
Atlanta, as it was believed the negro 
had headed this way. 

Mrs. Inzer was prostrated and a physi- 
cian was summoned to attend her. She 
was anxious that her assailant be caught 
and expressed a wish to see him summari- 
ly dealt with. 

From last accounts Mrs. Inzer was 
critically ill and her life was despaired 
of. There were rumors several times 
‘that she was dead, but these proved to be 
untrue. 


A Mob Was. Feared. 


It was: feared last night that a mob 
from Cobb county might arrive in the 
city and make an attempt to take Robin- 
son from the Tower, and the sheriff and 
his deputies took such steps as they 
deemed necessary to protect the prisoner 
should an attempt be made, 

It is belleved the right negro has been 
caught. He gives a vague and suspi- 
cious account of himself and of his pres- 
ence in Cobb county, and this, with the 
fact that he was dressed in the peculiar 
clothes described by Mrs. Inzer, makes 
his identity almost positive.

Prosecution, on Cross-Examination, 
Proves That Corporal Trasper 
Was a Member of John 
Powers’s Military 
Company. 


Georgetown, Ky., August 7.—The trial 
of ex-Secretary of State Caleb Powers 
today developed that both sides in the 
cases are dealing extensively in contra- 
diction and impeachment of some of the 
witnesses who have testified in the case. 

The most important testimony heard 
today was given by Corporal Milt Tras- 
per, of the military copany at Barbours- 
of which Caleb Powers’s brother, 
Was captain. Trasper gave testi- 
indicating that the shot which 
killed Goebel was fired from the third 
story of the executive building and not 
from the secretary of state’s office, which 
is on the third floor. He 4eclared that 
he and other members of the military 
company had been in Frankfort since 
January 25th under secret orders from 
Governor Taylor. 

At the afternoon session of the court 
the defense sought to contradict W. H. 
Culton by introducing two witnesses who 
testified that Culton told them he had 
an agreement with the prosecution by 
which he was not to be confined in fail. 
Cutton, on the stand, denied that he ever 
made such a statement, and it was also 
proved that he has been confined in jail 
since his ex.mining trial.

Sunday night last Ryals was out driving 
and during the evening his buggy col- 
lided with one In which Joe Machey was 
riding. Machey swore out a warrant for 
Ryals and caused his arrest, declaring 
that Ryals had drawn a pistol on him 
during the controversy immediately after 
the collision. The next day the matter 
was settled between the parties and the 
trouble was supposed to be at an end. 
After settling the dispute Ryals went to 
the postoffice, and while he was con- 
versing with the postmaster the Machey 
crowd came up. In some way the quarrel 
was renewed, and in a second shooting 
began. When the smoke had cleared away 
it was found that Ryals had been hit five 
times, one of the leaden missiles having 
broken his neck. and that Joe Machey 
was shot once. Machey’s wound, it is be- 
lieved, will prove fatal, 

After the shooting the negroes, except 
the one wounded, disappeared, and the 
sheriff with a posse is now in pursuit. 


Ante-Bellum Negro Has Known Only 
One Home. 

Newnan, Ga.. August 7.—(Special.)—Sam 
Stokes, an ante-bellum negro, was in 
Newnan today. Stokes is seventy-eight 
years old and is now living and has 
passed all his life on the lot of land 
on which he was born. He was born as 
the property of Munford Stokes and has 
been living with the Stokes family con- 
stantly since his birth. He is now living 
with Major W. W. Thomas, whose wife 
is a daughter of Harris Stokes. Stokes 
wife, whom he married at the age of 
twenty-one, is now seventy-six. Both are 
hale and hearty and are making a good 
crop this year. They have fifty-one grand 
children. He joined Ebenezer Baptist 
church, in the sixth district of Coweta 
county, in 1854 and has been a member of 
that church since then. Stokes says the 
best friends he has are his white friends. 
He is an honorable negro; his credit is 
good at any store in Newnan, and he 
shakes hands with more white people 
than any negro in the county.

Prisoner Makes a Statement.

He wore the clothes which the sheriff 
had placed on him at Marietta, 

He stated he had met a lady on a pub- 

lic road somewhere near Marietta Mon- 
day afternoon about 2 o’clock and that 
he looked up suddenly at the lady and 
she screamed and ran, 
In answer to a question from the re- 
porter he made the following statement: 
“I left Anderson, 8. C., to escape car- 
rying out-a farming contract. I had 
about $12 and bought a ticket to Atlanta. 
From Atlanta I walked down the rail- 
road toward the river. I was near Ma- 
rietta and I met a lady in the big road. 
I had my hat pulled down over my eyes 
and I heard some one near me. I looked 
up suddenly and she screamed and ran 
away. It scared me and I ran away, too. 
I did‘ not touch her. I kept on down 
the road and then ran through an old 
fleld. I walked on toward Marietta and 
this morning I saw a man on his porch 
and I asked him the way to Atlanta. He 
told me to take a road to the left of an 
old mill. I did so and met an old man 
who told me I was not going toward 
Atlanta. I told him I wanted to go to 
South Carolina. I started back down the 
road IJ had come when two mén in a 
buggy met me and one of them jumped 
out and took hold of me. Three other 
men came up in a wagon and they carried 
me to Marietta and placed me in jail. 
Then they brought me here in a freight 
train. The lady I met in the road had 
dark hair. She scared me about as 
badly as I scared her.”’

Early this morning J, L. Sanders, a 
farmer, living nedr the Chattahoochee 
Fiver, in this county, saw a suspicious 
looking negro about his place, The negro 
made some inquiries of Mr. Sanders as to 
roads, and soon left, not going the way 
he had been directed. His actions were 
very suspicious, and Mr, Sanders followed 
him and arrested hii, bringing him to 
town about 10 o’clock. Mr. Sanders had 
not heard of the outrage that had been 
committed until he reached town. Dr. 
Moore, to whom Mrs, Inzer had given a 
full and minute description, went to the 
jail, and after seeing the negro, said he 
exactly fiiled the description, having on 
the patched corduroy pants and other 
clothing described by her. 

The negro admitted to Dr. Moore that he 
passed through the community yesterday 
afternoon. The negro was quickly locked 
in a cell and no one was allowed to see or 
interview him. However, it is said that he 
edmitted that he assuulted the woman, 
but denied beating her.

DIES IN FLORIDA 


Mrs. W. Y. Atkinson | 
Passes Away. 


WAS A NATIVE OF GEORGIA 


Served the Confederacy as a Soldier 
at the Front, 


Father of 


HE WAS PROMINENT IN HIS STATE 


Telegram to the Widow of the Late 
Governor Announces Death of 
Her Father. 


Newnan, Ga., August 7.—(Special.)—Mrs. 
W. Y. Atkinson received a telegram this 
morning infcrming her of the sudden 
death of ner father, Hon. W. H. Milton, 
last night, at Marianna, Fla, 

William H, Milton, the son of Governor 
John Milton, was born in Jefferson county, 
Georgia, on December 4 1829. He removed 
to Jackson county, Florida, in 1846, and 
later married Lucy Hall Hearne, of North 
Carolina. She died May 2, 1883. They 
had six children—-William H. Milton, Jr., 
who married Sarah Ferrell Baker; John 
Milton, who married Floie Danniel; Susan 
Cobb Milton, who is the widow of the late 
ex-Governor William Y. Atkinson, of 
Georgia; Margaret Belle Milton, who is 
the wife of E. J. Blackshear, of Dublin, 
Ga.; Roberta Hearne Milton, who is the 
wife of J. H. Carter, of Marianna, Fila., 
and Lucy Hearne Milton, who is unmar- 
ried. 

William H. Milton graduated at the 
University of Georgia. Ferming and prac- 
ticing law engaged him until the begin- 
ning of the civil war. He enlisted as a 
private in a company organized in 
Florida. He svon became disabled for ac- 
tive duty. Soon after, in 1861, he was ap- 
pointed adjutant general of Florida. Af- 
ter holding this position for a few months; 
he résigned, desiring more active particl- 
pation in the stirring operations of war. 
He raised a company of cavalry, and was 
made captain in 1862. He served through 
the war, and in 18638 was promoted to the 
rank of major. After the close of the war 
he resuined the practice of law. Whiie@ 
Florida was governed by carpetbaggers, 
he was tendered the position of circuit 
juége, put, as he was a democrat, he 
declined the appointment. After this, 
Governor Reed (republican) tendered him 
the position of state’s attorney, and for 
the same reason he declined this position; 
but later, at the selicitation of his friends, 
who knew he would be a barrier to any 
injustice caused by malicious persecution 
of the white people by the ignorant blacks 
led by carpet baggers, he accepted the 
Office of state’s attorney, but shortly re- 
signed it. He held the position of judge of 
probate, was a membor of the legislature 
in 1883, and of the constitutional conven- 
tion in 1885, was chairman of the state 
executive committee in 1876, and by his 
organization of his party won a signal 
victory for demucracy, which turned the 
election in the state and redeemed Florida 
from the negro repuDdlican rule. He con- 
tinued chairman. for many,years. During 
this time he was urged to 1un for gover- 
nor, but refused, preferring a private life. 
In 1881 he accepted the office of state's 
attorney under Governor Bloxham (demo- 
crat), was reappointad in 1889. by Governor 
Fleming, was reappointed in 1893 by Gov- 
ernor Mitchell, and was again reappointed 
in 1897 by Governor Bloxham. His health 
failing, he resigned the position in 1898 and 
retired from active participation in the 
politics of the state, 

William H. Milton was the son of John 
Milton, the war governor of Florida. His 
ancestry dates back through a long line of 
men who were famous in war and renown- 
ed in peace, and is directly traceable to 
John Milton, the poet.

Spirited New York Girl Attacks Poor 
System. 


WRITES FROM MANILA 


She Declares That the Medical Ser- 
vice Is Slack, 


SECRETARY § ROOT — INVESTIGATES 


A Disposition Is Evident in Army 
Circles To Ignore and Not 
Credit the Charges. 


Washington, August 7.—Miss Margaret 
Astor Chanler, of, New York, has forward- 
ed from Manila to the secretary of war 
a severe criticism of the army’s medical 
System in the Philippines, alleging that 
there is a lack of surgeons, a lack of 
nurses and a lack of medical supplies, 
including such articles as sheets, and ask- 
ing that she be allowed 500 sheets for 
emergency distribution. Secretary Root 
referred Miss Chanler’s letter to Surgeon 
General Sternberg, who has been making 
a thorough inquiry into the various points 
raised. He has completed and today. sub- 
mitted’ to Mr. Root, what is regarded as 
a complete refutation of the arraignment 
of the medical service in general and of 
the points of arraignment made by Miss 
Chanler. 

The correspondence has not been given 
out, but it is understood to be of rather 
spirited character. From the standpoint 
of the medical officials here, Miss Chan- 
ler’s criticism loses much of its force 
from the fact that it was written only 
two days after she arrived at Manila. 

The records are said to disclose repeated 
telegrams from General Sternberg to the 
authorities at Manila asking them to state 
how many nurses and doctors they requir- 
ed and to give early notice of their re- 
quirements, in order that all needs might 
be promptly met. It is said that prac- 
tically the same showing was made as to

London, August 7.—The Russians who 
have been fighting around Tasi Chow are 
reported, according to a dispatch from 
Shanghai, dated August 6th, to have killed 
3,000 Chinese. 

The taotai of New Chwang has refus- 
ed the Russian demand to give up the 
forts there. 

A dispatch from Hong Kong, under to- 
day’s date, says trade with the west river 
is at a standstill. It is now fully confirm- 
ed that a fourth brigade of Indian troops 
have been ordered to China, 


AUSTRIANS SEND A MESSAGE. 


Brussels Hears from Its Representa- 
tive, Wiring August 2d. 


Brussels, August 7.—M. De Favereau, 
minister of foreign affairs, has received 
the following message from the Belgian 


minister at Pekin: 

‘Pekin, August 2.—We succeeded in 
defending our legation from June 4th to 
June 16th, with the aid of eight Austrian 
marines, but were unable to save it. The 
Austrian, Dutch and Italian legations 
were also burned, and the French legation 
is in ruins.

POWERS UNABLE TO AGREE. 


German Officials Admit There Are 
Differences in China. 

Berlin, August 7.—The German foreign 
office admits that serious differences have 
broken out between the powers with ref- 
erence to the advance itself, and to the 
measures that are being taken in the Yang 
Tse valley. 

Germany’s opinion regarding the steps 
Great Britain has taken in the Yang Tse 
region has been expressed through The 
Cologne Gazette. The opinion is one of 
disapproval, inasmuch as Germany, with a 
number of other powers, is as much inter- 
ested as England in keeping the Yang 
Tse valley open for commerce. 


The foreign office is confident that the 


United States and Japan will side with 


Germany, and that the other European, 


| 


powers are against England with refer- 
ence to her apparent intentions along the 
Yang Tse Kiang. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press is informed that the United States 
embassy in Berlin has informed the Ger-

It is understood that this at- 
titude is fully approved by the German 
government, since it coincides with the 
wishes of Germany. The correspondent 
further learns that Japan, on this same 
question, has abandoned England and has 
already sought and found the friendship 
of Berlin. 

Several papers print a'statement that a 
censorship has been established at Tien 
Tsin, which suppresses news because it 
is unfavorable. Others assert that the 
British have established a censorship at 
Shang.iai and will not allow anti-British 
news to pass. 

However this may be, Germany has tak- 
en steps to muzzle German correspondents 
who are proceeding to China. Thirteen 
now accompanying the German expedi- 
tionary force promised to submit every 
line to the German commander. 


STOWE’S TRAIN WAS RIDDLED. 


American Consul Narrowly Escaped 
with His Life.

of three killed and ten severely wounded 
in a rear guard action near Kroonstad 
with the Malta mounted infantry. The 
British sustained no losses, 

Additional details regarding the attack 
on the train bearing Mr. Stowe show 
traversed his

Mr. Colville’s Letter. 
Editor Constitution—I have just read Mr. 
Colville’s proposition and the short commént 
of The Constitution on it in its issue of July 


26th. 

Mr. Colville admits the last committte of 
100 appointed by a mass meeting of citizens 
was a failure, but does not give the true reason 
why; and he now seeks to avoid any danger 
to his plan by having a committee of 100 ap- 
pointed by a very small portion of the citizens 
of the city, viz: the executive boards of the 
various organizations of the town; thereby mak- 
ing it very easy for the leaders, the manipu- 
lators, the would-be bosses to get themselves 
or their strikers on such a committee—when 
they would begin to caucus, 

Now, & caucus may be defined to be a body 
which meets behind closed doors to play 
smash with the interests of each and every 
candidate who seeks to represerit his people: 
even ignoring the Interests of the people them- 
selves, and frequently all other interests except 
the one they are packed to put forward. only 
one side being heard, thereby ereating discord 
among the voters, which is always harmful for 
local self-government, and will never attain 
the end sought by Mr. Colville. 

The right plan is as old as the democratic 
party, and can be expressed in a few words: 
‘‘Leave it to the people.’’ It has never failed 
of the best results possible, and if any seek 
further proof, let them turn to the nomination 
of governor of Georgia two years since. Three 
candidates were before us. Two brought out, 
no matter how, or by whom; the other resigning 
the office which he held and going back to 
the old and true landmarks of democracy, an- 
nounced that he ran as a candidate of none 
but the people, and was nominated by a 
majority of counties that has but one equal 
in this state.

EVIDENCE AGAINST RATHBONE. 


Director Fosnes Appears Personally 
Against Suspect. 

Havana, August 7.—Martin C. Fosnes, 
acting director general of posts. appeared 
for the first time personally today a. 
Estes G. Rathbone, the deposed director, 
and offered additional evidence in the 
court of first instance, 

Deputy Auditor Lawshe, who has been 
investigating Mr. Rathbone’s aecounts, 
disallows items aggregating more than 
$25,000. These include unauthorized per- 
sonal expenditures and stuffed pay rolls. 
together with a number of questionable 
contracts. 

It is probable that the trial will come 
on during the first week in September. 
The question hag been raised as to wheth- 
er Mr. Rathbone can be legally convicted 
without the presence of Neely, the dis- 
missed financial agent of posts, who ts 
also charged with heavy defalcations. 

It is held by some that Mr, Rathbone’s 
alleged offense is quite distinct, despite 
the fact that an old Spanish law requires 
the same tribunal to try simultaneously 
persons accused of joint criminality. 


BIG DOCK GOES TO PENSACOLA. 


Location of Recently Purchased Dock 
Decided On. 

Pensacola, Fla., August 7.—Advices 
from Washington say that the president 
and the secretary of the navy have de- 
cided to locate at the Pensacola navy 
yard the immense fioatiig dry dock 
bought at Havana from the Spanish gov- 
ernment. 

This is the largest floating dock in the 
world. It was built in 1887 at a cost of- 
$600,000, and was bought by the U 
States for $250,000. 
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to meet the demands of new conditions. 

The secession of the southern states in 
1861 was a surprise to many conservative 
people, and they were so hopeful and con- 
fident that the war would last only a few 
months that they failed to protect their 
business interests, | 

In those exciting days the currency of 
the confederacy depreciated rapidly, and 
creditors did not care to collect what was 
due them from debtors who were likely 
to be solvent after the end of the con- 
flict, 


Just before the opening of hostilities, 
Jones and Brown dweit side by side in a 
southern city, not many miles from my 
desk. 

They had been life-long neighbors and 
friends, and in money matters they ac- 
commodated each other like two broth- 
ers. 

Early in 1861 Jones called on Brown one 
day, and remarked that he would like 
to borrow $5300 of somebody. 

“Glad you told me,” replied Brown, “I 
can let you have it without interest, and 
you may keep it until I call for it. Just 
write a due bill and make it payable on 
demand.”’

The two friends took no stock in the 
war talk of the day, and did not dream 
of a financial flurry. 


Events began to rush with startling 
rapidity.

The little matter of $500 did not bother 
either of them. 

As the war progressed the speculator 
felt the depreciation of the currency less 
than the planter, who was steadily los- 
ing money, but who _ was too busy to 
think of it, 


After awhile Brown grew very thought- 
ful. One morning he read the statement 
that gold was worth twenty for one in 
confederate currency. He was hard up, 
and decided to ask Jones to repay bor- 
rowed gold. 

The planter went to the city and was 
fortunate enough to find his friend at 
home. 

After a pleasant chat he pulled out thé 
due bill and frankly said that he needed 
the money. 

“Certainly,” said Jones cheerily, “I am 
ready right now to take up that paper. 
I had almost fergotten it.’’ 

He took from his pocket a big roll, and 
handed the other a $500 confederate bill. 


Brown looked at it in dumb astonish- 
ment. 

“What is the matter?” asked Jones im- 
patient)y. 

“The money I let you have,” said 
Brown, “was—was gold coin—and every 
dollar of it, and it would now be worth 
$10,000 in confederate paper, and yet you 
offer me only $500.”’ 

Jones. laughed, and then frowned, as he 
gazed steadily at his friend. 

“This due bill,” he said, “calls for no 
interest. It simyly promises to pay $600 
on demand and I Wave tendered the 
money. There is no contract to pay in 
gold.’ 


Brown protested and finally lost his 
temper. He said that he had never im- 
agined that his old neighbor wowldé take 
such an advantage of him. JT of 

“Take Dback the money,’’ he pleaded, 
“and I will wait another year.”’ 

The spectilator refused, saying that he 
had settled the debt and was done with it. 


Jones closed the door and walked up to 
the angry man, 

“I don’t want this talk heard by others,” 
he said in a low tone, ‘for they might go 
and do what I bope you will not force mc 
to do.,”’ 


His threatening manner alarmed 
Brown. who was a timid man, and hé 
asked for an explanation, 

‘“T mean,’’ replied Jones, “‘that you are 
in danger of being arrested for disloyalty. 
You have refused to take confedérai¢ 
money, the lawful currency of our coun- 
try.’’ 

The other turned pale. He knew that 
men had been thrown into military pris- 
ons on just such charges. 

“Are you in earnest?’’ 
citedly. 

“T am,’’ was the answer. ‘I'll stand no 
nensense. My duty to the confederacy 
will force me to report you to the au- 
thorities. if you persist in your disloyal 
conduct. It would be painful to see an 
old friend punished and I am willing to 
give you One more chance.”’ 

Brown pocketed the confederate bill, 
and without a word walked out of the 
room almost heartbroken, 

The two men never spoke to each other 
again. 

Jones made money rapidly, but bad in-

ortune. and in his old age he became a 
Clerk in a retail store and died in pov- 
erty. 

Brown made 
succeeded in accumula 
fortune. He was noted among his neigh- 
bors for his prejudice against paper 
money and his horror of war. 

“Get some gold and hide it,” he used 
to say to his neighbors, when it was ru- 
mored that this country was about to 
engage in a foreign war. 


In those days I was well acquainted 
with Jones and Brown, and I knew all 
about the tangled condition of our cur- 
rency. 

At that time I was a boy clerk in Mc- 
Pherson’s book store on Whitehall street, 
‘and I well remember the time when my 
employer used to come to me and re- 
quest me not to go home to dinner. He 
would hand me a ten-dollar bill and ask 
me to take a lunch a few doors below. 

Frequently he would present me with a 
$100 bill, saying that it was for extra 
work.

He knew me very 
well, and speaking to me and my fellow 
boy clerk, he said:

The land now in question is bounded by 
Forsyth and Nelson streets and Madison 
avenue On three sides and by the proper- 
ty line of the lots fronting on Peters 
street on the fourth side. The Inman 
home, which was later the orphanage, 
js also involved.

REMARKABLE relic of the civil 

war was received yesterday by 
. James E. Cox, vf the sheriff's office, 
rom his brother-in-law, Don Hill, who re- 
sides on the battle field of Resaca. The 
relic is a portion of a limb of an old post 
oak that grew in Mr. Cox’s father’s back 
yard. Firmly imbedded in the wood are 
two well preserved minie balls. The bul- 
lets are about six inches apart and the 
bark never grew over them. 

The battle of Resaca Was one of the 
most celebrated of the war. It was dur- 
ing that fight that the famous Forty-sec- 
ond Georgia regiment lost so many men, 
and it was there that Colonel L. P. 
Thomas took command. In that fight 
Judge Lowndes Calhoun, Ordinary Wil- 
liam H. Hulsey and County Tax Receiver 
Thomas M. Armistead were wounded. 

Mr. Cox, whose father, Captain Jacob 
RK. Cox, owned a large farm, which afte-- 
wards became the scene of that famous 
battle, tells an interesting gtory of the 
fight. Captain Cox had just built a new 
house on his place and on it he had ex- 
pended nearly all the money which he had 
accumulated. Thig house was used by 
General Johnson as headquarters, but he 
abandoned the place about twenty-five 
minutes before the fighting began. 

Shortly before the fight began General 
Johnson moved out. Sherman had plant- 
ed his artiilery on a smal] ridge a short 
distance away and began shelling the 
confederates. The Cox home was immeidi- 
ately in the line of the federals’ fire and 
General Leonidas Poik decided he wanted 
the house out of the way so as to effac- 
tively return the enemy’s fire. 

General Polk came up to where Captain 
Cox was standing talking to his ¢on. 
Both had been watching the preparations 
for the fight, which subsequently became 
known as one of the most famous of the 
civil war. 

“Captafn,”’ said the general, with his 
hand on his heart, In trire cavalier fash- 
ion, “yovr house is in the way of my re- 
turn fire. We are both old men and 
neither of us may live to see the end of 
this war. I want that house removed and

Colonel W. T. Moyers is one of the few 
men in this country who can truthfully 
claim possession of a genuine Chimese 
idol. He tells in the following fash- 
ion of the manner in which it came into 


his possession: 

“All this talk of war and rumors of 
war reminds me of my Chinese !dol,”’ 
said he yesterday. “Some years ago I 
was employed to represent several local 
Célestials who had become involved in 
the entanglements of litigation. The inti- 
macy thus afforded caused me to become 
very much interested in China and the 
Chinese. For some reason that I am at 
a loss to explain, I was one day suddenly 
seized with a freakish fancy that in or- 
der to round out the happiness of my 
life it would be necessary for me to 
secure a little household god that I 
could lay entire claim to—I wanted a gen- 
uine, simon-pure Chinese idol, and I de- 
termired that I would not rest until I 
got one. ‘ 

“tT found that the idol] market, contrary 
to my expectations, was not glutted with 
household gods, and I was about to zive 
up in despair, when one day a very in- 
telligent Chinaman that I had had some 
business dealings with informed me that 
he intended to return to China for a 
visit. He knew of my idol mania and 
promised to send me one the size and 
general character that I had expressed a 
preference for. Some months later I re- 
ceived a package through the mail ac- 
companied by a letter. I read the letter 
and found that it confirmed my suspl- 
cions. The Chinaman was very sorry to 
tell me that idols were at a premium and 
he had failed utterly to secure one as 
he had hoped. He ended his letter by ex~ 
pressing the hope that the picture con- 
tained in the package—a realistic repre- 
sentation of the Chinese god of war-— 
would serve in a measure to satisfy my 
longing for one of Confucian’s represen-

With a wave of his hand Captain Cox 
told General Polk to tear down the house. 
Fully 500 men were put to work and in 
thirty minutes not a beam of the once 
comfortable country house remained 
where it formerly stood. Polk's battery 
was then planted in the yard and the 
work of shelling the federals began. 

Young Cox ang his father had started 
away from the scene when the elder Cox, 
aman of sixty years of age tnen, sud- 
denly turned and started back. His son 
remonstrated with him. “I want to get 
the old clock, son,”’ replied Captain Cox. 
“It has been in the family too long for me 
to leave it for others to carry away.”’ 

Minie balls and shells were falling fast, 
but seemingly unconscious of the fight, 
the elder Cox threaded his way back to 
the site of his former home, found the 
clock and returned to his son without 
mishap, 

They then started across the Western 
and Atlantic railroad tracks. As they dli 
So @ shell burst some twenty feet in their 
front, killing four men. Father and son 
were not hurt. 

General Polk was afterwards killed on 
Lost mountain during a brisk fight. He 
was shot through the heart. Captain Cox 
lived to be eighty-five years of age. One 
day he went out for a three mile walk, 
returned to his home and fell dead. 

The oak tree from which was cut the 
limb with the two minie balls stood in 
the horse lot of the Cox place. The troe 
died about twelve years ago. Several 
weeks ago it was blown down during a 
wind storm and Mr. Hill, who now lives 
on the place, had it cut up for firewood. 

The limb with the two balls was dis- 
covered in this way. Mr. Hill had the 
limb sawed into a short section and sent 
it to his brother-in-law, who showed it 
to Colonel Thomas, Judge Calhoun and 
“other members of the famous Forty-sec- 
ond Georgia who had taken part in the 
fight.

In a few brief 
words he outlined the growing needs of 
the church and stated that, in his opinion, 
the time wag ripe for action looking to a 
new building. Additionally he stated that 
he had found he cou!d secure a fine lot at 
the corner of Boulevard and Houston 
street admirably suited to the purposes.

Representatives of Firms Out of State 


Held Liable, 


SUPREME COURT DECISION 


Interstate Commerce Clause Not Ef- 


fective To ‘Prevent the Tax. 


CASE GOES TO UNITED STATES COURT 


Decision Handed Down in the Case of 


Racine Tron Company Against 
McCommons, Tax Collector. 


The supreme court of the state handed 
dcewn a decision yesteriay affecting a 
large number of commercial travelers do- 
ing business in Georgia and resulting in 
all likelihood m the representatives of 
business houses of other states being 
forced to pay a license tax before being 
allowed to carry on their work. 

The decision was rendered in the case of 
the Racine Iron Company vs. McCom- 
mons, tax collector of Greene county, be- 
fore Judge Hart, of the Ocmulgee circuit. 

It has been claimed in similar cases that 
have arisen before that the interstate 
commerce clause of the constitution of the 
United States guaranteed free exchange 
of goods from one state to another and 
prevented a state from levying a license 
tax on traveling agents of principals re- 
siding in cther states. The supreme court 
holds that the interstate commerce clause 
dces not act in such manner when, after 
making executory contracts for the sale 
of goods, the sales are shipped into this 
state and the agent breaks the original 
packages and distributes the goods among 
the customers with whom the contracts 
have been mide. 

The case is regarded as one of the most 
important tax cases decided at the March 
term of the court, and considerable inter- 
est in business circles was manifested in 
the outcome. It is stated that the Racine 
Iron Company will proceed at once to 
carrying the suit to the supreme court of 
the United States, where they believe the 
decision of the two Georgia courts will be 
reversed. The decision of the supreme 
court reads as follows: 

The interstate commerce clause of the consti- 
tution of the United States does not operate 
to prevent a state from imposing, for the pur- 
pose of raising revenue, a license tax upon 
persons who, as traveling agents for principals 
residing in other states, make executory con- 
tracts for the sale of goods, and who, when 
the same are shipped into this state, receive 
them: in bulk, break the original packages in 
which they are contained and distribute them 
among the customers with whom such con- 
tracts have been made. 

One upon whose property an execution against 
another, issued by a tax collector is levied, 
may, under section 899 of the political code, in- 
terpose a claim, and consequently has no need 
of an injunction to prevent the threatened 
sale, 

Judgment affirmed. All concurring. 

Court Adjourns This Week. 

The longest term: in the history of the 
Georgia supreme court wil come to a 
close this week when the last cases on the 
heel of the March docket have been pass- 
ed upon. Heretofore the vacation of the 
court has begun earlier in the summer, 
but the present March term contained 80 
many more cases than usual-- that the 
summer is practically ‘over before the 
judges can complete their work. 

It is probable that the last cases will 
be decideq Thursday or Friday, and im- 
mediately after that a vacation will be 
orderéd until the time for the October 
term of the court to begin. Several] tus- 
tices will go nortHhNtto watering resorts, 
where they expect to-recuperate after the 
long siege in the courtroom.

Some pyrotechnic tennis marked the 
second day's play in the South Atlantic 


State tournament on the courts of the 
Atlanta Athletic club yesterday after- 
noon. The attendance was much larger 
than on the day previous. 

In what golfers term the “gallery,”’ 
were many young women in light summer 
frocks. Their. presence in such numbers 
added greatly to the animation of jue 
picture the courts presented when the 
matches were begun. 

Straight through the afternoon the 
quality of tennis played was of a sur- 
prisingly high order. 

The feature of the afternoon was of 
course the match between Charles Brown, 
of the Birmingham Athletic club, and I.

The match was long drawn out, and most 
bitterly contested, though only two sets 
were played. Chamberlin won by a score 
of 11-9, 7-5. Glenn made a bid for victory 
that surprised his clubmates and others 
who were familiar with his work in the 
past. 

The comparative ease with which Rey- 
nolds Tichenor defeated Henry Thornton 
in two sets in a sharp, hot match was 
another feature of the afternoon’s play. 

From first to last the spectators were 
kept keyed up to the concert pitch and 
on their tiptoes with interest and ex- 
citement. Except during the Brown-El- 
liott match, play was in progress on 
both courts at once, and the enthusiastic 
partisans of the various players were on 
a mental and visual strain for fear they 
would miss some particularly noteworthy 
bit of play. 

When the hour of play arrived, every 
vantage point surrounding the courts 
was occupied. From each of the club 
windows a fringe of masculine feet 
dangled, encased in glowing, incandes- 
cent hosiery.

Justice Landrum tried four case 
one time yesterday afternoon and pha 
dered a verdict in each that was highly 
satisfactory to plaintiffs and defendants

Crawford, manager of the Crawford 
Coal and Ice Company, had smitten him 
with a brickbat and strewn his corporeal 
essence over the floor space of the mule 
stable, and this hasty and unfeeling ac- 
tion, he declared, was all because master 
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a laborer’s lfen against a hkely mule he 
had driven for the ice company. 

This was on Saturday. Bright and early 
Monday morning J. J. Crawford called 
on Justice Landrum, and after explain- 
ing his side of the difficulty, swore out 
warrants against Richard White for as- 
sault and battery and petit larceny. Craw- 
ford had just left the office when the 
negro wanted drdé~ped in to see how h®# 
laborer’s lien was getting along and was 
arrested bv a bailiff. Before he was car- 
ried to the Tower he swore out a war- 
rant again Crawford for assault and bat- 


tery. 

Justice Landrum set all four cases for 
the same hour yesterday and tried them 
as one. George A. Carter represented 
White and R. J. Jordan argued Craw- 
ford’s case. The forensic battle was a 
draw and the testimony badly mixed. In 
the larceny case the prosecution sought 
to show that the defendant had surrep- 
titiously put his mule on short rations 
and stolen daily the amount of oats the 
animal was stinted. The grain sack and 
measure were introduced as evidence, but 
the justice declared that it was only 
circumstantial, since the mule was dis- 
quaNfied to testify. The defendant’s at- 
torney resorted to mathematics to show 
where the oats had gone. 

As for the/assault and battery charges 
on both sides and the merit of the al- 
leged debt, it was evident that the court 
was nonplused, The witnesses for the de- 
fense corroborated the prosecution and 
the witnesses for the prosecution cor- 
roborated the defense. 

After Judge Landrum had shut his 
eyes in profound thought for the space 
of eleven seconds, light broke over his 
countenance and he declared that the 
ends of justice would be best subserved 
by dismissing all of the cases, which he

At 
the night meeting Mr, Bryan is expected 
to make a ghort talk, the chief speakers 
at this rally will be Mayor Harrison, of 
Chicago, and "Webster Davis. 


Escorted by Chicago Democrats. 


The train on which the party came was 
in charge of the county democracy of 
Chicago and {it was composed of twelve 
coaches, all of them filled to the brim 
with democratic workers. The first ten 
cars were occupied by the members of 
the Chicago organization. The next coach 


| was given over to the representatives of 


the press. Messrs. Bryan and Stevenson 
and their friends and chief supporters 
occupied the rear coach of the train. It 
was completely filled by distinguished peo- 
ple, including not only the two candidates, 
but their wives, and also other members 
of their families. 

Chairman Jones, of the national com- 
mittee, and his wife were in attendance, 
as were Governor and Mrs. Thomas, 
Secretary Walsh and Sergeant-at-Arms 
Martin, of the national committee, and 
many of the leading members of that 
organization. Hon. Samuel Alschuer, dem- 
ocratic candidate for governor of Illinolts: 
Mayor Harrison, of Chicago, and Hon. 
Webster Davis, late assistant secretary of 
the interior under the present adminis- 
tration, were among the distinguished 
guests of the occasion. 

Conference in Afternoon. 

The afternoon was devoted largely to 
conferences between the leaders of the 
party, who were brought together for the 
first time since the Kansas City con- 
vention. The tone of these conferences 
was generally very hopeful. Senator 
Jones expressed himself as _ especially 
pleased with the outlook in New York. 
Mr. Davis participated freely in the con- 
versations and announced his intention to 
speak during the campaign in several 
states of the union, including New York. 
He said he accepted the democratic plat- 
form in toto, but that he would devote 
himself especially in his speeches to the 
exploitation of the subject of imperialism. 
He expressed the opinion that the Boers 
would never surrender so long as any of 
them were left, and said he had-heard 
both Presidents Kruger and Steyn so out- 
line the determination of their people. 

Mr. Bryan and Mayor Harrison rode on 
the engine at the invitation of the rail- 
road authorities between Lafayette and 
Lebanon. The principal stops were made 
at Kankakee, IIll., and Lafayette, Ind. 

At each of these places the candidates 
were given a reception which was a real 
reminder of the crowds, as it was also of 
the enthusiasm of the campaign of 1896. 
At both places large concourses of men, 
women and children awaited the coming 
of the train and at Kankakee the first 
speaking of the tour was indulged in. 
The streets in the immediate vicinity of 
the train at this point were literally cov- 
ered with a mass of human beings, all 


ed men whom they Knew to be aboard the 
train. 
Bryan Is Very Cautious. 
Mayor Harrison introduced Mr. Bryan, 
saying he believed firmly that the patriot- 
ism and good sense of the American peo- 
ple were too great to replace in the office 
of president at Washington and man 
who did not represent the plain people 
of the country as Jackson and Lincoln 
had represented them.

BRYAN’S PARTY AT CHICAGO. 


Alschuler Greets the Nominee for 
President Cordially. 
Chicago, August 7..-Hon. Willlam J. 
Bryan, democratic candidate for the 
presidency, arrived tin Chicago on the 
Burlington raflroad at 9:30 a. m, today. 
He was accompanied by Mrs. Bryan, 
their son, Governor and Mrs. Thomas. of 
Colorade, and Colonel John I. Martin, 
sergeant-at-arms of the Kansas City con- 
vention. The party was met by a local 
committee, several clubs and a large 
number of citizens, who gave them en- 
thusiastic welcome. The party was driven 

immediately to the Sherman house. 

The first public appearance of the day 
Was made by Mr. Bryan at Aurora, Iil., 
at 8:20 a. m. He had just finished break- 
fast when he was called to the rear plat- 
form by the cries of a large crowd. Hon. 
Samuel Alschuler, democratic nominee 
for governor of Tilinois, greeted Mr. Bry- 
an, and was invited into his car. There 
were demands for a speech, but none 
was made, Instead Mr. Bryan took his 
position on the steps of the rear platform 
and shook hands with the people as they 
crowded about. He told them that he de- 
sired to save his voice for the Wednesday 
ordeal and must therefore decline S talk. 

‘“T -have passed. through Aurora many 
times,’’ he sail, as he pulled Mr. Alschu- 
ler up the steps, ‘and I have often won. 
dered why you did not. have a governor 
of your own living here, and I am glad 
to see that you are about to remedy the 
defect.” : 

Bryan Greets Alschuler. 

“And we,’’ responded Mr. Alschuler, 
“have been wondering for several years 
why we did not occasionally have a pres- 
ident from Nebraska passing through our 
town.” 

Mr. Alschuler then introduced a number 
of friends and the train moved out. There 
was a cheer for “‘the next president”? from 
the crowd. Mr. Bryan retiréd at 11 o’clock 
last night just after passing Creston, Ia. 
At that place the train was met by a 
demonstrative crowd, as it wag also at 
Red Oak, but at such places the nominee 
declined to speak. 

When Mr. Bryan emerged from the 
train in Chicago he looked cool, and fresh, 
and clean, bright appearing—well prepar- 
ed for an arduous day. Wearing light 
summer clothes, he was evidently prepar- 
ed to go through the day with as much 
comfott as possible for a _ presidential 
candidate entering upon the first work of 
the campaign. 

Shortly before 1 o’clock a parade was 
formed to escort the Bryan and Steven- 
son party to the special train which car- 
ried them to Indianapolis, A few minutes 
later the party left the Sherman house, 
and entering carriages in waiting, took 
their places in the line of march at the 
Illinois Central station, where the special 
big four train awaited the party. Preced- 
ing Messrs. Bryan and Stevenson and. 
party was the Cook county democracy 
band, and following the carriages of the 
distinguished demoeratic Jeaders were 
the members of the Cook county democ- 
racy to the number of 3500 and about one 
hundred other local democratic politi- 
cians, who were to actompany the party 
to Indianapolis.

The failure of the Southern Agricultu- 
ral works occurred last May and was one 
of the most ultra Sensational financial 
events that this city has known for 
some time. As the result of the failure 
two members of the company left the city 
Edward G. Coffman, the superintend- 
ent of the works, and A. Landauer, the 
president of the company. Coffman was 
indicted on the charge of embezzlement 
soon after his disappearance, and Lan- 
dauer was indicted on the charge of 
being a common cheat and swindler. 

Coffman has never been located, al- 
though upon several occasions his discov- 
ery in different portions of the country 
has been announced. .Landauer was lo- 
cated in Wisconsin and there, it is said, 
he has remained. 

The friends of Landayper have persist- 
ently contended that he was one of the 
victims of Coffman and was not crim- 
inally liable for the failure. They be- 
lieved that he displayed poor business 
judgment, but they deny that he was 
guilty of fraud or attempt at fraud in 
any manner. 

Another case of interest on trial before 
Judge Calhoun yesterday was that of 
Charles Collins, an aged white man, 
who was charged with an assault and 
battery upon Mrs. Pearl LeSage. A 
large number of witnesses were introduc- 
ed, some of them testifying to the firm 
friendship that existed between the de- 
fendant and Mrs. LeSage prior to the 
time the alleged assault was committed. 
The case.consumed about’ three hours. 
The jury brought in a verdict of not guil- 
ty and Collins left the court room with 
his friends. 

Felix Braggard, who was charged with 
stealing $600 worth of brasses from the 
Southern railway, pleaded guilty and 
was fined $100, and.in lieu of payment he 
may serve twelve months on the public 
works. :

Franklin Printing Company Gets 
State Printing. 


OTHERS WERE ALSO LOW 


Contract Amounts to About $13,000 
Annually—Courier Journal Bid 
Next Highest. 


The state printing board at noon yes- 
terday awarded thee state printing con- 
tract for the next two years to the Frank- 
lin Printing Company, of this city, There 
were six bids ready to be opened when 
the board was called together by Secre- 
tary of State Philip Cook and it required 
merely the reading of the different con- 
tracts to ascertain that the proposition 
of the Franklin Printing Company was 
considerably lower than that of any com- 
petitor. 

The printing contract of the _ state, 
which has been held for a number of 
years past by the company which re- 


‘ceived it yesterday, amounts each year 


approximately to $13,000, r®hat is the 
amount of the apropriation for printing, 
but the cost of the work sometimes ex- 
ceeds the sum of the appropriation. 

As the bids were read aloud by Secre- 
tary Price yesterday in the presence of 
representatives of al) the firms bidding it 
was seen at-once that the proposals of 
the Franklin Printing Company on the 
main items involved were considerably 
lower than the others. The successful 
bidder made a price of 331-3 cents for 
1.000 ems and offered w®Site paper of 
sixty pounds to the ream at 7% cents a 
pound. The next lowest bid was Made by 
the Louisville Courler-Journal Printing 
Company, which offered a price of 35 
cents for évery 1,000 ems and paper at 7% 
cents a pound. 

Under the law governing the awarding 
of the contract: the board is given nv 
option but to award the contract to the 
lowest responsible bidder and the order 
making the Franklin Printing Company 
the state printer for the ensuing two 
years will be drawn up at once. A bond 
in thé sum of $20,000 is required of the 
firm receiving the contract as an asstr- 
ance that the work will be done promptly 
and according to-contract. One of the re- 
quirements made by law is that the acts 
of the legislature shall be printed and de- 
livered to the state librarian within thirty 
days after the adjournment of each sés- 
sion. The printing of these laws consti- 
tutes probably the most important work 
of the stata printer. 

A strong effort was made hy The 
Courier-Journal company, of Louisville, 
Ky., to receive the contract, as the com- 
pany proposed, if successful at the bid- 
ding, to establish a branch printing shop 
in Atlanta. The bid of R. T. Raines, of 
this city, which was the sixth and last 
one entered, was mage, it is understeod in 
the interest of the Louisville company.
